The civil rights leader ‘was 
assassinated on April 4, 1968, when 
shot by a rifleman while the pastor 
was standing on the balcony of a 
motel in Memphis, Tenn. 

“Dr. King was truly a man’ of 
God,” said Rev. Williams. ‘‘He in- 
spired us all, along with millions of 
other people ‘around the world.”

Besides life- 
threatening issues, consumers were 
faced with niggling matters. 

For example, at one time there 
were no standard tire sizes, and an 
automobile company might make a 
different sizé tire for every model it 
produced, Before World War I, 287 
different tire types were on the road. 

Backed by testing facilities, Con- 
sumers Union Reports,_as it was 
then known, made its debut in May . 
1936. As it might do today, that issue 
evaluated breakfast cereals, soap 
and stockings, and warned against 
lead in toys, gasoline, paint and food 
cans. 

Consumer Reports rarely 
celebrates the products: that pass 
through its laboratories. But in com- 
piling its 50-item list for a book, I°ll 
Buy That, the editors noted that ‘‘a 
few-of the 100,000-or so products and 
services reviewed since 1936 have in- 
deed been better mousetraps.”” 

‘They fall more or less into six 
categories: Household products — 
smoke detectors, power mowers and 
detergents, among others; govern- 
ment and special services, such as
